NEW YORK « A man in a rented pickup mowed 
down pedestrians and cyclists along a busy bike 
path near the World Trade Center memorial on 
Tuesday, killing at least eight and seriously in- 
juring 11 in what the mayor called “a particularly 
cowardly act of terror” 

The driver was shot in the ab- 
domen by police after jumping out 
of the truck with what turned out 
to be a fake gun in each hand and 
shouting what witnesses said was 
“Allahu Akbar,’ Arabic for “God is 
great,” authorities said. The man 
underwent surgery and was ex- 
pected to survive. 

Officials who were not authorized to discuss the 
investigation and spoke on the condition of ano- 
nymity identified the attacker as Sayfullo Saipov,

Because it’s 
Charlie” exclaims the boy/dog. “That 
starts with a C!” 

Charlie’s mother guides the pen in 


his hand as it writes each letter in the 
black-and-white composition note- 
book. 

Charlie Taylor had officially signed 
the Halloween Book of Webster 
Groves, a list of, often inexpertly writ- 
ten, names that trick-or-treaters have 
signed on Plant Avenue here since 1967. 

Charlie’s dad, Matthew Taylor, grew 
up a block away. He signed the same

Here's what you 
need to know about 
coverage for 2018

It’s time to shop for coverage 
again on HealthCare.gov, and for 
some it’ll mean steep increases 
and restrictive networks. 

Wednesday marks the fifth 
time consumers across the coun- 
try can begin shopping for health 
insurance coverage through 
HealthCare.gov, a product of 
President Barack Obama’s land- 
mark health bill. 

The window to enroll, starting 
Nov. 1, comes after months of at- 
tempts by the Republican party 
to repeal the Affordable Care 
Act, and acts by President Don- 
ald Trump’s administration to 
undermine the law that included 
pulling back funding for adver- 
tisements, enrollment assis- 
tance, and payments to lower the 
cost of coverage for low-income 
individuals. 

It has led some local organiza- 
tions to ramp up efforts to reach 
previous shoppers, especially 
given the shortened open enroll- 
ment period. 

“In previous seasons, there 
was good messaging and adver- 
tising around open enrollment. 
That’s something that we’re not 
seeing right now,’ Tim Williams, 
a manager with Cover Missouri, 
a nonprofit coalition that assists 
enrollees throughout the state.

Mueller seems 
focused on 
Trump-Russia 
collusion

The first charges unsealed in 
special counsel Robert Mueller’s 
probe of the presidential election 
suggest a sweeping investigation, 
but one focus is clear: He’s build- 
ing a case that Donald Trump’s 
campaign was in close touch 
with Russian officials who aimed 
to defeat Hillary Clinton. 

That hypothesis begins with 
a cooperating witness, George 
Papadopoulos, 30, a junior for- 
eign-policy adviser to the Trump 
campaign who pleaded guilty to 
lying to the FBI about contacts 
with Russian operatives. Accord- 
ing to a court filing by Mueller, 
at least two high-level Trump 
campaign supervisors and other 
officials were aware of Papado- 
poulos’ contacts and communi- 
cations with the Russians. 

Papadopoulos received in- 
formation from the same Rus- 
sians in April 2016 that they had
